Nightmare on Elm Street? 

Neighbors Organize in Response to Rash of Robberies

In the aftermath of a rash of rob¬ 
beries that took place all in one 
night, residents living on Elm 
Street in Berea decided it was 
time they started talking. Con¬ 
versations at 1:30 a.m. on Elm 
Street, with victims gathering to 


speak to each other and to police, 
gradually turned into planning 
for a time and a place to share. Pat 
Acevedo hosted the initial meet¬ 
ing for her neighbors to discuss 
the crime wave that occurred over 
two weeks ago on Elm, and that 
first interaction led to a potluck 
on Tuesday night when Captain 
Ken Clark of the Berea Police De¬ 


partment talked to the neighbors 
about a Neighborhood Watch. 

"It used to be that people knew 
the officer who patrolled their 
neighborhood and they knew 
everyone else, and all the people 
who came around," Clark said, 
when addressing the Elm Street 
neighbors on Tuesday. "But now

The Berea City Council heard 
from City Engineer Sandy Ca- 
margo of CDP Engineers on Tues¬ 
day night, on the Storm Water 
Management Program the city is 
now required to join. Berea has 
been enrolled into this EPA (En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency) 
because of the city's passing the 
10,000 population threshold in the 
2010 Census. This triggered the 
automatic placing of Berea into 
the unfunded federal and state 
mandate that could prove to be an 
expensive proposition for the city 
Richmond is also a city enrolled 
in the Storm Water Management 
Program, though Madison County 
is not because it lacks the required 
population density. 

"Funding this program is prob¬ 
ably the biggest challenge these 
enrolled cities face who already 
have stressed general funds," Ca- 
margo said. "It often needs dedi¬ 
cated funding from a new revenue 
source." 

Originally coming from the 
Clean Water Act, the storm man¬ 
agement program's intent for cit¬ 
ies is to "protect or improve the 
overall quality of our nation's wa¬ 
terways." The program includes

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Despite Money Woes, Berea School Votes Against Tax Increase

While the Berea Commu¬ 
nity School Board made a 
tough financial decision 
Monday night after hear¬ 
ing some harsh financial 
news, they also received a 
positive academic report, 
that last year's Berea Com¬ 


munity juniors are predict¬ 
ed to rate in the top 20 - 25 
schools in Kentucky re¬ 
garding their ACT scores. 

Berea Community has 
seen a steady increase in 
ACT scores for the past 
several years. 

"I wish the audience 
had stayed to hear some of 
this school news," school 


board member Linda Wa¬ 
gers said. 

Wagers referred to the 
audience that showed up 
for the property tax hear¬ 
ing on Monday night, 
scheduled before the regu¬ 
lar school board meeting. 
At their planning meeting 
two weeks ago, the board 
discussed raising the tax 


revenue by four percent, 
which would equal a new 
tax rate of 94 - the full 
amount allowed without 
a voter referendum. The 
board was split on the issue, 
with some arguing that the 
school needed to stick with 
the current tax rate, in soli¬ 
darity with a community 
that was struggling during 


the tough economic times. 
Other board members ar¬ 
gued that the rate increase 
needed to happen in order 
to keep up the quality of 
education for the children 
and also weather the eco¬ 
nomic storms of the future.

KentuckyOne Health has sent notice of termination of all contracts with 
CoventryCares of Kentucky which operates as a Medicaid managed care 
organization (MCO) under contract with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s 
Cabinet for Health and Family Services. These terminations will be effective 
for the former Saint Joseph Health System facilities on December 1, 2012, and 

for the former Jewish Hospital & St. Mary’s Healthcare on November 1, 2012. 

CoventryCares is one of four MCOs providing managed Medicaid services for 
Kentucky Medicaid recipients. KentuckyOne Health is contracted to participate 
with and WILL CONTINUE TO HONOR KENTUCKY SPIRIT, WELLCARE AND 
PASSPORT. 

On April 27, 2012, Our Lady of Peace, part of KentuckyOne Health, received 
a letter of termination effective July 18, 2012 from CoventryCares, through 
their contractor, MHNet Behavioral Health for Our Lady of Peace services. 

In addition, CoventryCares terminated the contract with Taylor Regional 
Hospital, one of KentuckyOne’s managed facilities, also without cause. 
KentuckyOne Health leadership strongly believes that Medicaid recipients in the 
Commonwealth should have access to quality health care via a comprehensive 
network of provider and community organizations in order to achieve improved 
health outcomes. We feel CoventryCare’s actions will ultimately hinder and 
prevent the care our communities need and deserve. That is especially true 
when a plan would put our most vulnerable patient populations at Our Lady 
of Peace (children and adults with complex mental health needs) at risk.

On Monday the Madi¬ 
son County Sheriff's office 
issued the following state¬ 
ment. 

"It has been brought to 
our attention that several 
are planning on attending 
the court proceedings for 
Mr. Gary Foster concern¬ 
ing the torture charges in 
the 'Lucky the Cat' case. 
We have also been advised 
that several have made 
statements that they in¬ 
tend on bringing golf clubs 
as part of a sort of protest 
or statement. Please let us 
be clear that the Madison 
County Sheriff's Office 
took and still takes the in¬ 
vestigation and prosecu¬ 
tion of this case seriously 
however the security and 
order of both the court¬ 
room and courthouse is 
our responsibility as well. 

Many of us here at the 
Sheriff's Office are devot¬ 
ed pet owners and sym¬ 
pathize with everyone's 


tempered emotions, but let 
it be clear of the following: 

No weapons or any items 
out of the norm that may be 
construed as a weapon will 
be allowed past our initial 
security stations into the 
courthouse. No outburst 
or disruptive behavior will 
be allowed to disrupt court 
proceeding in the Hall of 
Justice and in the court 
room itself and any person 
or persons disrupting the 
courts will be escorted out 
of the courthouse. 

Please know that it is 
your right to attend all 
proceedings that are not 
closed to the public by di¬ 
rection of the courts, but 
attendance will be orderly 
and the security of the 
court and those attending 
will be maintained without 
question. 

Please honor Lucky as 
professional and a peace¬ 
ful advocacy and not an 
angry, out of control Mob." 

How many protesters do 
you suppose showed up at 
court for the last child or 
elder abuse case?

Forest Management Essential

Thanks to the rough 
terrain in the Knobs and 
Cumberland Plateau, 
large swaths of undevel¬ 
oped forest land remain 
near Berea, particularly 
towards the east and west. 
These areas provide valu¬ 
able scenery, wildlife habi¬ 
tat, green space and forest 
products to area residents 
and beyond. 

Most of the forested 
tracts around Berea, in¬ 
cluding the Berea Col¬ 
lege Forest, are privately 
owned, and are no doubt 
treasured by their owners 
for various and overlap¬ 
ping reasons. Some may 
primarily treasure these 
tracts for their investment 
value, while others may 
enjoy the privacy and aes¬ 
thetics that they provide. 

Kentucky, nearly fifty 
percent forested, supports 
a tremendous hardwood 
resource. Unfortunately, 
far too many of these for¬ 
ests are diameter-limit cut, 
or "high graded". These 


harvesting techniques, as 
a rule of thumb, "cut the 
best and leave the rest" 
and they represent the op¬ 
posite of good hardwood 
forest management. 

These harvesting tech¬ 
niques, which are wide¬ 
spread across Kentucky 
and many other states, are 
rapidly degrading our for¬ 
est resource. They are con¬ 
verting our valuable, high 
quality hardwood forests 
into residual stands domi¬ 
nated by less desirable spe¬ 
cies with inferior genetics 
and poor quality stems. 

This reduces timber val¬ 
ue for future generations. 
It also causes reduced mast 
production for wildlife, re¬ 
duced erosion control ca¬ 
pability, and reduced aes¬ 
thetic value, while making 
the forest vulnerable to in¬ 
sect and disease problems 
and invasive species. 

Before coming to Berea, 
my primary responsibility 
as a District Forester for 
the Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources was to 
assist private forest own¬ 
ers with the management 
of their forest land. This 
involved writing forest 
stewardship plans, mark¬ 
ing timber for harvest, 
administering cost share 
programs, and helping 


landowners to implement 
forest stand improvement 
and tree planting projects. 

As the Berea College For¬ 
ester, my forestry respon¬ 
sibilities do not permit me 
to provide private forest 
management assistance. 
However, Kentucky is set 
up much like Illinois in 
providing forest manage¬ 
ment assistance. If you 
are a forest owner, but not 
currently working with 
the Kentucky Division of 
Forestry to manage your 
forest land, I would en¬ 
courage you to consider it. 
Their website is: www.for- 
estry.ky.gov. 

Another excellent source 
of information, as well as 
assistance, is University 
of Tennessee Extension:

Forests take a long time 
to grow, and careful con¬ 
sideration should be taken 
before deciding how and 
when to harvest trees. 
And forest management 
isn't just about harvesting. 
It also involves invasive 
species control, integrated 
pest management, tree 
planting, wildlife habitat 
management, and other 
activities.

It really is a wonder 
that humans can get any¬ 
thing done as a group. I 
watched two groups this 
week work to find some 
common ground on dif¬ 
ferent issues — one with 
more success than the oth¬ 
er — and I found myself 
amazed again that people 
often find ways to work 
around their differences. 

My sisters and I could 
barely hold it together to 
host a 50th anniversary 
celebration for my par¬ 
ents — of course, siblings 
should probably be put 
into another social catego¬ 
ry from regular relation¬ 
ships. One where people 
are forced to live together 
for 18 years, ride in back 
seats together for 18 hours, 
and always required to 
call on birthdays. 

But I digress. 

The two groups I 
watched work together 
this week were the people 
attending a city council 
work session where a pos¬ 
sible community center 
type thing was discussed, 
and the residents of Elm 
Street who were setting 
up a Neighborhood Watch 
group. I have a great deal 
of confidence that the Elm 
Street residents will meet 
and exceed their goals. 
Can't say the same about 
the other group. 

Many of the people who 
attended the work ses¬ 
sion had served on a city 
committee to evaluate dif¬ 
ferent buildings around 
town to see how they 
could meet the needs of 
different groups in Berea. 
These needs could pos¬ 


sibly range from tour¬ 
ism looking for a place to 
buy to hold Learnshops 
and other possible events, 
to some members of the 
business community in¬ 
terested in a possible con¬ 
vention or meeting center 
for outside groups that 
would pay for its usage. 
The discussion has been 
going on for years, as peo¬ 
ple bring up many reasons 
why Berea needs a type 
of community center, but 
have far fewer ideas when 
it comes to funding its de¬ 
velopment. 

A couple of committee 
members spoke up of how 
difficult it was to evaluate 
these spaces, when it was 
unclear what program¬ 
ming would take place 
there. 

Yeah, what they said. 

That pretty much sums 
up the ball game when it 
comes to this elusive but 
much debated potential 
community center / bas¬ 
ketball court / workshop 
facility / convention cen¬ 
ter/public meeting space. 
By asking for a plan for 
the space, and an idea of 
what program would take 
place inside of it, partici¬ 
pants pretty much stuck 
their thumb on why this 
issue has not gotten much 
traction for the past sev¬ 
eral years. 

Fact is, only by keeping 
the programming vague 
was this committee of 
community representa¬ 
tives able to get any site 
evaluation done at all. If 
programming had been 
spoken of off the bat, all 
the different agendas 
would have started stir¬ 
ring, shifting their eyes 
around and stomping to 
claim territory rights. 

We've got the Tour¬ 
ism Department looking 
for space for their Learn¬ 
shops or a possible space 
for their artist incubators; 
then you've got the row- 


dys who want to make 
darn sure that tourism 
doesn't spend any mon¬ 
ey on a building unless 
it's stamped "rainy day 
fund". Then you've got 
the Chamber and other 
business interests who 
would like to see a possi¬ 
ble convention center or at 
least a place where outside 
organizations can come 
for large meetings of over 
200 people. And Parks and 
Rec would just like to have 
a basketball court where 
the kids could play. 

And the only type of fa¬ 
cility in Berea that would 
possibly come close to 
meeting all these needs is 
the candle factory at the 
low, low price of $6 - $7 
million. 

Hmmmmmmmm. 

With tourism as the 
only monied entity in this 
bunch, things get even 
more fun. While all parties 
and agendas would like to 
be treated equally, fact is, 
only one's got the dough 
and money talks while 
unfunded agendas balk. 
And this is a time when 
many Bereans don't even 
want to raise taxes for a 
city school that needs new 
classrooms, so I don't see 
voters going for a tax for a 
community building. 

In the end, tourism may 
get the space that works 
for them, though they'd 
have to grind their teeth 
through some rants by a 
few city council members. 
Parks and Rec. may get 
something of what they 
need as well, because they 
and tourism play very 
well together. But I don't 
expect all those other 
agendas floating around 
to find a resolution. 

In this political environ¬ 
ment, people hoping for 
a community center and/ 
or convention center bet¬ 
ter play the long game, 
because they're definitely 
playing the long odds. 
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with people sitting in 
front of their comput¬ 
ers, they don't know their 
neighbors. That's why I 
suggested a potluck. You 
may not remember every¬ 
one's name, but you'll re¬ 
member faces, and you'll 
know when you see a face 
that doesn't live here." 

Like many neighbor¬ 
hoods in Berea, Elm Street 
residents have faced hav¬ 
ing their homes and cars 
broken into at different 
hours of the day or night 
during the past several 
months. At the meeting 
Tuesday, Clark told the at- 
tenders that there probably 
wasn't one person on their 
street who hadn't been af¬ 
fected by a robbery. John 
Stamper, who has been 
tied to robberies in other 
parts of Berea, was ar¬ 
rested for two robberies on 
Elm Street and is currently 
in the Madison County De¬ 
tention Center. However, 
the infamous Friday night 


when many homes were 
hit occurred after Stamp¬ 
er's arrest. The neighbors 
and police are fairly certain 
of who was responsible for 
those robberies, but lack 
of evidence has kept him 
from being arrested. The 
suspect has frequented 
Elm Street during the last 
several weeks. 

"Do you think you'll 
have enough to keep him 
in jail?" one neighbor 
asked, regarding Stamper. 

Clark did not have good 
news for him. 

"I call it catch and re¬ 
lease," Clark said, of the 
cost saving measures that 
had been put into place by 
the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly. "You catch these 
crooks, but with non-vio¬ 
lent offenders, they're re¬ 
leased right away." 

Most of them, Clark said, 
do not carry guns, because 
then it automatically be¬ 
comes a felony. 

Acevedo remembers 

neighbors coming out of 
their homes on that Friday 
night, when they found 
themselves gathering 
around and talking about 


what they could do. 

"We felt so helpless," 
Acevedo said. "But when 
we got together and start¬ 
ed sharing our stories, we 
started to feel stronger." 

A group of them went 
down to the police station 
to talk to Clark, and he en¬ 
couraged them to hold the 
potluck where he could 
present information about 
the Neighborhood Watch. 
As people circled around 
the food Tuesday evening, 
several of them meeting for 
the first time, they talked 
about the affects of some 
of the robberies, including 
someone who had gotten 
their medications stolen. 

"Neighborhood Watch 
is watching out for every¬ 
body," Clark said, when 
people had settled down 
after eating. "It's neighbors 
taking care of neighbors 
and the best way you can 
accomplish that is by get¬ 
ting to know each other." 

Clark informed the Elm 
Street residents that they 
would receive Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch signs, once 
they contacted him with 
a spokesperson of their 


group. He toldd them that 
Elm Street was still on the 
extra patrol list at the po¬ 
lice department, because 
of the recent unsolved 
robberies, so they would 
hopefully continue seeing 
more police cars around. 

"Now if you saw a 
strange car driving around 
today, that was me," Clark 
said, describing his car. 

"I got your license num¬ 
ber and wrote it down," 
one woman said, caus¬ 
ing the other attenders to 
laugh. 

Clark stated he was glad 
someone had noticed him, 
since being observant was 
a key part of the Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch. 

"Develop a phone tree 
and an email tree," Clark 
said. "Stay connected to 
each other, get to know 
each other and eventually 
you'll trust each other to 
the extent that you'll watch 
each other's houses when 
you're away." 

Concerning the suspect 
in the robberies, who hung 
out at a home on Elm Street, 
Clark suggested involving 
other agencies besides the 


police. He pointed out that 
people could report things 
to the codes department, 
such as high grass. If chil¬ 
dren were involved, and 
there were safety concerns, 
social services could be 
called. 

"If a social worker is 
called, they'll often ask for 
a police escort," Clark said. 
"Then we can escort them, 
and if there's something 
suspicious in plain sight, 
we can call immediately 
and get a search warrant." 

Most of these robberies, 
Clark reported, were con¬ 
nected to drug use. When 
one resident pointed out 
that they had nothing wor¬ 
thy of stealing, Clark in¬ 
formed her that all many 
of the thieves wanted was 
enough to buy one pill, 
and stuff could be taken to 
the flea market to raise that 
much. 

Clark listed different 
safety measures the resi¬ 
dents could take, including 
making sure their garage 
doors were always closed 
and locked. 

"That's one thing that 
really irks me, is driving 


around Berea and seeing all 
these garage doors open," 
Clark said. "If I'm mowing 
my yard, and no one's in 
the house, I lock my door. 
That person can get in and 
steal something before you 
come back around." 

He told residents to nev¬ 
er leave a key anywhere 
outside, to secure sliding 
glass doors to keep them 
shut and to keep shrubs 
trimmed so they didn't 
cover up windows. When 
people asked about locks 
on their storage sheds, 
Clark stated that almost 
every criminal would have 
a sledge hammer and bolt 
cutters. 

Clark informed the Elm 
Street residents that they 
could choose how often 
they would get together, 
but the most important 
thing was watching out 
for each other and staying 
connected through phone 
trees or email lists. 

"It's been great getting 
to know my neighbors," 
Acevedo said, "that's been 
the best part. We've felt 
more unified as a neigh¬ 
borhood." 


CITY 
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public outreach and edu¬ 
cation, the cheaper part 
of the program, and also 
more expensive compo¬ 
nents such as monitoring 
and eliminating any sedi¬ 
ment or trash that goes 
into the drainage system, 
as well as monitoring de¬ 
velopers and contractors 
who will have higher stan¬ 
dards to meet on how they 
treat runoff. 

"We'll make this as 
cost effective as possible 
for you," Camargo said. 
"We've developed this for 
other communities so there 
are models we can use. But 
this will impact every de¬ 
partment in the city includ¬ 
ing streets and roads, your 
health department, parks 
and recreation as well as 
outside groups such as 
your developers and engi¬ 
neers, Berea College, who 
will be required to do a bit 
more to meet higher com¬ 
pliance standards." 

The City of Berea will be 
entering in the middle of 
the five year permit cycle, 
but will not be expected to 
complete all the require¬ 
ments in that time. 


SCHOOL 
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tended the tax hearing, 
with the majority arguing 
against the property tax in¬ 
crease. A few who attend¬ 
ed supported the increase, 
stating that it was a small 
price to pay for the educa¬ 
tion of the children in the 
community. The 4 percent 
increase in revenues, for a 
homeowner of a $100,000 
house, would equal ap¬ 
proximately $36 more a 
year. 

The majority of the at¬ 
tendees were of retirement 
age, and many said they 
were on a fixed income 
and couldn't afford all 
the increases in cost while 
their income stayed the 
same. One attender made 
the radical suggestion that 
the school had only two 
choices, merging with the 
Madison County School 
District or charging tuition 
to out-of-district students. 

On a 3-2 vote, board 
members decided to keep 
the property tax rate at 
91.3, going up to 91.7 to 
capture the uncollected tax 
per the request of Superin¬ 
tendent Mike Hogg. School 
board member Elizabeth 
Crowe and chairperson 
Van Gravitt both voted to 
raise the tax rate up to 94, 
while Wagers, Will Bondu- 
rant and Jackie Burnside 
all voted for 91.7 

During board mem¬ 
bers comments at the end, 
Crowe said, "I'm disan- 


"Is there a trend for cities 
that you've been working 
with in adopting a particu¬ 
lar funding method," May¬ 
or Steve Connelly asked 
Camargo. 

Camargo replied that 
the momentum for most 
cities involved with the 
Storm Water Management 
Program has been passing 
some kind of user service 
fee to fund the program, 
often attached to the water 
bill. There were some other 
possible funding methods 
that would be less consis¬ 
tent. 

"There is no end to this," 
Camargo warned city 
council members. "The 
storm water management 
program will follow you 
around. You'll be stuck 
with it until the EPA gets 
disbanded." 

Camargo stated that next 
steps for the City of Berea 
included submitting the 
letter of intent this week 
and forming a storm water 
advisory committee from 
the various stakeholders in 
Berea. 

City council also heard 
from the site selection 
committee during their 
work session on Tuesday, 
the committee that was 
charged with checking out 
different properties in town 


pointed in our vote on the 
tax rate. I voted for the tax 
increase because it's the 
right thing to do for the 
kids . . . We're not looking 
at good years to come fi¬ 
nancially." 

Bondurant stated that 
he was not convinced that 
they needed to go to the 
94 tax rate, and asked, 
"where do we stop with 
this thing?" Berea Com¬ 
munity had raised the tax 
rate by four percent for the 
last 14 years. 

Wagers stated that 
$68,000 wasn't that much 
to be collected, and she 
was concerned at how high 
the tax rate was already. 
Crowe later pointed out 
that the $68,000 equaled a 
teacher's salary. 

Gravitt stated, "I'm glad 
to serve on a board that 
gets along. We can dis¬ 
agree on an issue, but then 
it's over and there's no 
problems." 

The school board re¬ 
ceived bad news at the 
beginning of their regular 
meeting, when their bond 
agent, Glenn Brashear, 
reported that as of last 
week, Kentucky had de¬ 
creased their FSPK (Facili¬ 
ties Support Program of 
Kentucky) from $264,000 
to $247,000. This decreased 
Berea's bond potential by 
approximately $700,000. 
Two weeks before, Hogg 
had reported to the board 
that they would have $3.2 
million in bond potential 
that would allow them to 
build a new roof, get a new 
HVAC system for the el¬ 
ementary school and build 


to see how they would 
work for tourism activi¬ 
ties, indoor recreational ac¬ 
tivities, meeting space and 
other needs that have been 
expressed by different 
groups. Council member 
Vi Farmer discussed the 
different properties — the 
candle factory met more of 
the criteria in size and flex¬ 
ibility than any other. The 
price all together with the 
land and building, howev¬ 
er, was $6 - $7 million. The 
Carpenter Building was 
discussed as a possibil¬ 
ity, though parking is lim¬ 
ited and renovation may 
be expensive. Churchill 
Weavers had some possi¬ 
bilities, though many parts 
of it would require a lot of 
maintenance and renova¬ 
tion. Some members of the 
committee appreciated its 
close location to the 9-hole 
golf course in Berea. Most 
of the other locations, such 
as Hays Furniture and the 
Amish Store, were rated as 
not meeting enough needs 
of the community. 

Richard Bellendo ex¬ 
pressed some frustration 
with the process, "We had 
so many uses that we were 
trying to put under one fa¬ 
cility." 

Connelly replied that the 
group hadn't been asked to 


three new classrooms. 
Three teachers are current¬ 
ly floating in the middle/ 
high school. The state cut, 
however, dropped their 
bonding potential down to 
$2.5 million. 

While many at the state 
level stated this was only a 
"temporary" cut, Brashear 
encouraged the board to 
act as if it was permanent. 

"My experience is that 
it's awful easy to cut, and 
very difficult to put it 
back," Brashear said. 

Hogg said, "As critical 
as the three classrooms are, 
they're not as critical as the 
HVAC system and the new 
roof." 

The HVAC system has 
broken down a few times 
already this year, with the 
elementary school going 
without air conditioning 
for a few days the week 
before. The school has also 
spent quite a bit of money 
repairing the old roof at 
the school. Both of these 
projects, which would in¬ 
clude some other energy 
efficiency measures as 
well, would cost approxi¬ 
mately $2.5 million. The 
three classrooms would 
have cost the approximate 
amount that the FSPK was 
cut. 

Berea Community's ar¬ 
chitect, Susan Hill, encour¬ 
aged the school board to 
start on their BG-1, the 
project application, even 
though they might do the 
three classrooms if any¬ 
thing changed at the state 
level. 

"My suggestion is that 
we go with the critical 


find a place to meet all the 
required needs, but to sim¬ 
ply evaluate all the sites. 
He reminded participants 
that the evaluation process 
came up because tourism 
had been checking into 
two locations, and the dis¬ 
cussion of a possible com¬ 
munity center came up as 
a partnership. 

"My frustration was we 
had no idea what we were 
looking for," Jim Lucas 
said, a member of the com¬ 
mittee. "Until a plan is laid 
out for claimants, until we 
get some tentative infor¬ 
mation, I'm not sure what 
we can do." 

City council member 
Ronnie Terrill pointed 
out that how to pay for it 
would be the key. 

Council member Virgil 
Burnside said, "It's im¬ 
portant to see how the 
community can use it. We 
shouldn't just get a space 
for Learnshops, because 
we may not need the space 
for it in the future. We need 
to get a space that's flex¬ 
ible." 

Terrill suggested moving 
on the Churchill property 
since it "was cheap". 

Members agreed to keep 
up with the discussion. 

City council also dis¬ 
cussed the goal and objec- 


needs," Hill said. "To be 
able to bid this thing in 
January, we need to start 
now. You can always add 
the three classrooms to 
your BG-1 later." 

The design team was 
discussing when the work 
would be done, since re¬ 
placing an HVAC sys¬ 
tem was not ideal while 
students were attending 
school. They were discuss¬ 
ing working during the 
second shift, and then the 
possibility of completing 
the work in the summer. 

The board unanimously 
approved going forward 
with the BG-1, which 
would list the HVAC sys¬ 
tem replacement and the 
replacement of the roof. 

Berea's Middle and 
High School Principal 
Donna Lovell and Guid¬ 
ance Counselor Eef Fon- 
tanez reported the good 
news on the ACT scores. 
From the junior class of 
2011 to the junior class of 
2012, the percentage of 
students reaching the col¬ 
lege benchmarks for the 
ACT increased in all four 
content areas. In English, 
the percentage of students 
reaching the college bench¬ 
mark increased from 63 to 
66; in math, it increased 
from 28 to 32, in science it 
increased from 20 - 26 and 
the most dramatic increase 
was in reading, where 40 
percent of students reach¬ 
ing the college benchmark 
increased to 55 percent. 

A benchmark score in 
the ACT is the minimum 
score needed to indicate 
that a student has a 50 per¬ 


tives for the comprehen¬ 
sive plan, which was on 
the agenda for approval. 
The comprehensive plan 
draft was developed by 
Berea Planning and Zon¬ 
ing and the comprehensive 
plan advisory committee. 
Burnside expressed con¬ 
cern about the plan, and 
council's limited time to 
really assess it. 

"There's this whole sec¬ 
tion on promoting commu¬ 
nity agriculture," Burnside 
said. "Why identify this 
one in particular? What 
about entertainment and 
recreation that are con¬ 
cerns of other people? 
Why does this get so much 
attention?" 

Director of the Berea 
Codes Department, Dale 
VanWinkle, replied that 
there was a large repre¬ 
sentation of sustainability 
people on the two groups, 
and that would have influ¬ 
enced the document. 

"I'm very aware of that," 
Burnside said. "That's 
what I thought. But as a 
council we represent a 
broad spectrum. We have 
to make sure the whole 
city is covered. What about 
eating, arts and entertain¬ 
ment?" 

VanWinkle suggested 
having another work ses- 


cent chance of obtaining a 
B or higher or a 75 percent 
chance of obtaining a C or 
higher in a corresponding 
college course. The bench¬ 
marks are 18 in English, 22 
in mathematics, 21 in read¬ 
ing and 24 in science. 

Berea compared very fa¬ 
vorably to the state aver¬ 
age, with 66 percentage in 
English compared to the 
state percentage of 52; 32 
in math compared to 26 
in the state; 55 in reading 
compared to 38 as the state 
average; and 26 percentage 
reaching the benchmark in 
science compared to the 
state percentage of 18. 

"This is very good news 
for us, even though it's still 
not where we want to be," 
Lovell said, who stated 
that preliminary data in¬ 
dicated that Berea Com¬ 
munity would rate in the 
top 20 schools with ACT 
scores. 

Director of District Wide 
Services Debbie Coleman 
reported on the AFGR (Av¬ 
erage Freshmen Graduate 
Rate) for the school board. 
The rate for Berea Com¬ 
munity was 80 percent, 
but Coleman reassured 
the board that this did not 
indicate that Berea only 
graduated 80 percent of 
their seniors. 

"Of the students who 
showed up as seniors," 
Coleman said, of the 2011 
graduating class, "there 
were no drop-outs, 100 
percent of our senior class 
graduated." 

The AFGR, however, cal¬ 
culates the graduation rate 
by averaging the number 


sion where the council 
could really work through 
the goals and objectives, 
and take the approval off 
of the agenda for the eve¬ 
ning. The council agreed 
they would like to have 
a longer period of time 
to work through it.

plant for $66,170. Richards 
Electric received the bid 
for high energy efficient 
lighting at the Folk Center 
for $15,812. 


of students in that gradu¬ 
ating class' freshman year 
and sophomore year.

"Each student affected 
us by two percent," Cole¬ 
man said, who pointed out 
that if one more student 
hadn't moved, but gradu¬ 
ated with the Berea class, 
they would have had an 82 
AFGR. 

School board members 
expressed appreciation to 
Coleman for explaining it, 
since they wondered at the 
80 percent AFGR. 

"Someone must have 
been mad at the world 
when they made this up," 
Bonderant said. 

The school board ap¬ 
proved an in-school di¬ 
version coordinator. This 
classified position will 
work with students who 
get pulled from the regular 
classroom because of be¬ 
havior issues, as an alter¬ 
native to suspension.

Some records in sports 
are made to be broken. 
World-record 100-meter 
times are hardly noticed 
because they are so short¬ 
lived. Some records last a 
while, like Babe Ruth's 60- 
home run season, which 
stood for 34 years. Some 
records defy description 
as we are hard-pressed to 
imagine a time or man¬ 
ner in which they can be 
beaten. Jerry Rice's career 
receiving yardage, for ex¬ 
ample, which exceeds the 
runner-up in that category 
almost by half. 

A personal record of the 
latter variety might be in 
the making at Berea Com¬ 
munity High School. Se¬ 
nior Sydney Sandefur has 
set the school career scor¬ 
ing record in girls soccer. 
Her 102nd goal came on 
August 16 against Paris. 
So did her 103rd. And her 


104th. The old record of 
101 had stood since 2003. 

Players and coaches 
rightly brush aside predic¬ 
tions from sports reporters 
based on the athlete pro¬ 
ducing "at this rate" for 
the rest of the season. But 
sometimes the urge to ex¬ 
trapolate is irresistible. 

The fact that Sandefur 
broke the record in just the 
second game of a 19-game 
regular season and that 
she is no stranger to the 
hat trick begs the question 
of how far she can go. Now 
five games into the regu¬ 
lar season, she seems bent 
on making her first three 
exceptional years of high 
school soccer look down¬ 
right pedestrian. Sandefur 
already owns the single¬ 
season scoring record at 
42 goals. With 15 goals in 
5 games, that record is in 
jeopardy again. 

While Sandefur's num¬ 
bers look good, her team¬ 
mates are not simply

If more is better, next 
weekend's Battle of Rich¬ 
mond re-enactment may 
be one of the best. 

More re-enactors, more 
sutlers, a new skirmish 
and the return of a regi¬ 
mental field hospital will 
be among the Aug. 25-26 
highlights. In addition, 
there are portrayals of Civ¬ 
il War luminaries, a special 
presentation on balloon 
observation and a variety 
of living history exhibits as 
part of the Saturday-Sun- 
day events commemorat¬ 
ing the 150th anniversary 
of the 1862 Battle of Rich¬ 
mond. 

Some 350 re-enactors al¬ 
ready are registered and 
will participate in the bat¬ 
tle re-enactment at 2 p.m.

And, a hot-air bal¬ 
loon presentation will 
show how this Civil War 
"air force" relayed infor¬ 
mation on deployments to 
commanders.
